CaniDUs registration at The George Washington University for the fall semester 
of this year was the largest since the record year of the fall of 191*9, University 
Registrar Frederick R, Houser renorted yesterday. 

The number of students enrolled is 11,965, a 6,1* per cent increase over last 
year’s total of 11,362, The 191*9 all-time high registration was 12,1*11* students. 

The figures released by Registrar Houser reflect campus registration only, 
and do not include enrollment in the University’s many off-campus programs, 

A breakdown of the overall campus enrollment for this fall shows that there 
are 7951 men and l*01i* women attending George Washington. There are 1*863 under¬ 
graduate students, 1*823 graduate students, and 2271* non-degree students. 

The full-time student body has increased 17 per cent over the fall of 1963. 

This fall’s full-time enrollment is 5221j the fall of 1963 figure was. 10*61* students. 

In the past five years, George Washington’s full-time student body has 
increased by 181*3 students, or 55 per cent. In the same period the full-time 
undergraduate student body has increased by 1183 students, or 50 per cent. The 
undergraduate student body is presently 73 per cent full-time. 

Other significant statistics which Registrar Houser reported are* 

• A total of 976 new freshmen from secondary schools enrolled at GW this fall 
compared to 715 in the fall of 1963. 

• New freshmen from secondary schools are 96 % full-time, compared to 93^ 
last year.

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GV/ REGISTRATION STATISTICS 

There are 660 undergraduate students who transferred this fall to GW from 
other colleges and universities. This represents an increase of 13 per cent in 
the number of transfer students over last year. 

The 11,965 students represent all fifty states, the District of Columbia, 
Guam, Canal Zone, Puerto Rico, Virgin laDLands, and 77 foreign countries. There 
are li29 foreign students enrolled at the University.

The first in a series of distinguished lectures being presented by area 
universities and the Metropolitan Washington Board of Trade’s Science Bureau will 
be given by Vincent P« Rock at The George Washington University’s Lisner Auditorium 
on Wednesday, October 21, at 8 p.m. 

Rock, Director of the Program of Policy Studies in Science and Technology 
at George Washington, will discuss ’’Science in National Policy." The lecture is 
free and open to the public. 

The Distinguished Lecture Series was begun last year as a public service by 
the Science Bureau, an association of more than 70 basic and applied research and 
development organizations in the Metropolitan Washington area. 

Other lectures in this year's series will be held at American, Catholic, 
Georgetown, Howard and Maryland universities, and Trinity College, 

In addition to the featured speaker, each lecture in the series will be 
closed by a respondent, who will describe individual efforts to achieve practical 
applications for the advanced concepts surveyed by the main speaker. Responding 
to Rock’s opening lecture will be Kenneth S, Kelleher, President of the Aero Geo 
Astro Corooration. 

Prior to joining the George Washington staff earlier this year. Rock was a 
senior research analyst with the Institute for Defense Analyses, where his 
research was primarily in the area of arms control and stability of military 
environment.

Rock joined the Institute for Defense Analyses in 1961, Prior to that he 
was Deouty Director of Program and Policy in the Office of Civil and Defense 
Mobilization. He served as representative to the White House Committee on Foreign 
Economic Policy, alternative representative to the Planning Board of the National 
Security Council, and a consultant to that body. He has also been an advisor on 
economic development in Greece and Burma, 

Rock is the author of A Strategy of Interdependence , published recently by 
Scribner Sons, and Common Action for the Control of Conflict , and is co-author of 
Presidential Staff ,

WASHINGTON INTERNSHIPS IN EDUCATION/a national program 

September, 1964, marked the beginning of a new program 
designed to bring persons from all levels of education, from 
all parts of the country, to Washington, D.C., to live and work 
for a year. 

This cooperative program of internships has been planned 
by such agencies as the American Council on Education, the 
George Washington University, the National Education Association, 
and the U.S. Office of Education. Partial support has been 
received from the Fund for the Advancement of Education, an 
organization established by the Ford Foundation in 1951. 

While working throughout the year in a clearly defined 
training and service responsibility in a national agency or 
association,the interns will participate in a continuing seminar 
dealing with the development of educational policy and the role 
of the public and private education agencies and associations 
at the federal level. 

While providing training and educational 

also 

activities for the interns this program is/an attempt to acquaint 
young leaders in education with the resources of the nation's 
capitol. In addition to the various public and private

agencies, the seminar will use the whole of Washington, D. C. 
as a classroom. 

Dr. Roy Price, Professor of Higher Education, Maxwell 
School of Citizenship and Public Affairs, Syracuse University 
will act as the director of this program for the academic year 
1964-65. He will be assisted by Miss Gale Dugan, formerly of 
Harvard University. In addition, consultants from all over 
the nation will be used to help shape the program in its first 
year. Much of this consultant service will be given by Miss 
Margery Thompson of the Center for the Study of Instruction, 
the NEA, who was responsible for coordinating some of the early 
planning efforts for this program. 

Initially, there will be seven cooperating agencies, 
each of whom will have responsibility for interns. These 
agencies are: American Council on Education,Association for 
Supervision and Curriculxim Development, Center for the Study of 
Instruction, National Art Education Association, National , 

Commission on Teacher Education and Professional Standards, 
the U.S. Office of Education and the George Washington University. 

The University is acting as the fiscal agent for the 
program. Initial funding is for a period of at least three years. 

Policies for the program are to be determined by a national 
advisory board whose members are being selected at the present

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time. It is expected that this advisory board will be 
representative of the hi 9 hest levels of public service, academic 
life, the lay public, and the major sponsoring agencies. 

It is expected that the number of interns will grow to 
be as many as twenty during one year. Generally, the interns 
will fall into two categories: a) predoctoral students whose 
program requires an internship experience for completion of a 
degree; post-doctoral students who have just canpleted the degree 
and want a year’s experience at the national level before taking 
a permanent assignment and b) practicing educators for whom a 
terra of service in Washington would be beneficial. The length 
the program is for twelve months beginning in September.

Dr. London is the 
author of The Seven Soviet Ayta^ Background of Conflict s How Foreign Policy is 
Made , and Xhe Permanent Crisis . 

In the first month,other lecturers from the University faculty will dlscuse

The lecturers will consider the implications of current developments in the 
communist world upon the particular areas they will be discussing.
